A committee looking at 
options for future health care in 
town is working closely with 
other agencies to ensure a 
smooth transition when the 
Niagara-on-the-Lake Hospital 

A draft report suggest the 
solution for providing the best 
care to NOTL residents is a 
30,000 square foot not-for-profit 
health centre operated by a 
board of directors with all the 
doctors of the existing family 
health team under one roof. 

The doctors would be ten¬ 
ants of the building, along with 
a pharmacy and a laboratory 
for blood work, says NOTL 
Health Services Review 
Committee chair Maria Bau- 
Coote, who is also executive 
director of the NOTL Family 
Health Team.

While negotiating the 
increase, which is actually 
an average of price hikes 
from 1.5% to 2.5% according 
to variety, growers have to 
balance their needs with the 
importance of 
keeping Ontario 
wines competitive

Oppenlaender, a 
former grape king 
with 230 acres of 
grapes he sells to 
local wineries. 

“There are a lot 
of foreign wines 
coming into the 
province. We have 
to make sure our

Debbie Zimmerman, 
chief executive officer of the 
Grape Growers of Ontario, 
says while a base price and 
“modest” increase provide 
important stability to both 
sides, the language of the 
agreement allows individual 
growers to negotiate with 
wineries depending on the 
varieties of their grapes and 
where they’re grown. 

The agreement signed 
Friday adds to a period of 
stable prices with similar 
increases over the last six 
years, she said. 

“Of course we’d love to 
get more, but it’s a give-and- 
take situation. We’re not 
jumping up and down, but 
we’re encouraged by a cou-

Directors would be cho¬ 
sen “in an open and trans¬ 
parent process,” says Bau- 
Coote, who suggested there 
would be no shortage of 
applicants from the com¬ 
munity. 

Although the timeline is 
still very much up in the air, 
the review committee, 
which hired a consulting 
group to look at their work 
and draft a report on it, is 
working very closely with 
the LHIN (Local Health 
Integration Network) and 
the Niagara Health System 
to ensure the Old Town hos¬ 
pital, targeted for closure by 
the NHS and the province, 
will not close before the 
health centre is ready to 
begin operations. 

The LHIN and NHS are 
also looking at ways to pro¬ 
vide more beds in the com¬ 
munity for palliative and 
continuing care, likely at the 
existing long-term care resi¬ 
dences in town, to make up 
for the beds that will be lost 
when the hospital closes. 


The committee was 
formed once the announce¬ 
ment was made that the 
local hospital would close. 

One of the problems a 
new centre should solve is a 
shortage of doctors for 
NOTL residents, says Bau- 
Coote. 

There are plans under¬ 
way to make room for one 
more full-time physician at 
the Niagara Medical Clinic 
in Virgil to eliminate a 380- 
patient waiting list for the 
family health team now, 
says Bau-Coote. 

And when a new health 
centre opens, there should 
be room for more physi¬ 
cians, specialists and possi¬ 
bly extended clinic hours. 

At the moment the only 
medical care for patients 
who are not on the roster of 
the family health team is 
with a nurse practitioner at 
the NOTL Hospital, and that 
would likely continue with a 
new centre, but the added 
space should at least ensure 
all residents who want a 
local doctor have access to 
one, says Bau-Coote. 


Currently, "every time we 
get 10 or 15 patients off the 
waiting list, we have 10 or 15 
more to add. We have about 
20 people coming in every 
week looking for a doctor." 

The family health team 
only accepts patients who 
are residents of town or 
those who are employed 
full-time in town, she said. 

One of the next steps of 
the review committee is to 
choose a location for the 

Funding could come 
from provincial agencies, 
but there would likely be a 
public fundraising cam¬ 
paign, said Bau-Coote. 

The Old Town hospital 
building was considered, 
but requires too much in the 
way of renovations, she 

The former high school 
and the old credit union 
building, both for sale, are 
considerations, she said. 

The medical clinic across 
the street from the high 
school that is already home 
to more than half the family 
health team would provide 


challenges as a for-profit 
operation, said Bau-Coote. 

The building, owned 
Ward Simpson and another 
NOTL doctor, has been a 
hub of medical care for 
decades—it predates the 
pharmacy. Simpson says it 
could be expanded to suit 
the health centre needs and 
he would be willing to dis¬ 
cuss selling it to the com- 

It already has offices for 
sot of the 10 doctors in the 
health team and about 70% 
of the roster of patients, and 
there is room for expansion 
on its current footprint, with 
parking pushed further back 
behind die building. 

However, Simpson says 
he's disappointed the hos¬ 
pital has been rejected as a 
potential site—to him, that’s 
the most logical choice. 

Any building would be 
costly to renovate, but the 
hospital already has doc¬ 
tors' offices, more than 
enough room to accommo¬ 
date the rest of the family 
health team and space for 
lab work and X-rays. 


It might be possible to 
negotiate a way to keep 
some respite or convales¬ 
cent beds at the hospital, to 
be run by a private or not- 
for-profit operator, he says. 

And he could see resi¬ 
dents getting behind a fund¬ 
raising campaign that would 
see the hospital continue to 


be used for health care, he 

Public consultations will 
be held in the fall to give 
residents and local business 
people a chance to com¬ 
ment on the committee’s 
direction before the final 
consultant’s report is writ¬ 
ten, said Bau-Coote.

from Guatemala in May, 
where his organization, 
Wells of Hope, has a per¬ 
manent, year-round base 
dubbed Campo Esperanza, 
the Camp of Hope, his 
home four months of the 
year along with his wife 
Miriam and their chil- 

They have been drilling 
wells and building schools, 
delivering medical and 
dental care and offering 
sewing and nutrition les¬ 
sons since 2004, support¬ 
ed by a large team of vol¬ 
unteers, including medical 
professionals and high 
school students from 
Niagara. 

From the early days of 
digging wells by hand with 
a pick to the use of a $1.3 
million drilling rig pur¬ 
chased specifically to get 
through 1,200 feet of hard 
rock, local fundraising 
efforts have helped to 
improve conditions in the 
mountainous rural village 
of Guatemala and have 
relieved women of the 
time-consuming, endless 
search for water.

Some years are good, 
others present more chal¬ 
lenges, but van der Zalm, 
who leaves his home in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake and 
his job as a religion teacher 
at Denis Morris High School 
every year from January 
until May, when the 
Guatemalan rainy season 
begins, says “this was a fan¬ 
tastic year, a faboulous year. 
We were able to deliver 
fresh clean drinking water 
to the door of over 30,000 
people. And it's not just a 
band-aid solution, it’s per¬ 
manent.” 

That almost doubles 
what has been accom¬ 
plished in the last decade 
by Wells of Hope. 

There are two issues 
relating to water in 
Guatemala, says van der 
Zalm. 

The first is the high mor¬ 
tality rate of the young who 
are forced to drink dirty 
water—there is no alterna¬ 
tive for them. 

The second is the plight 
of women and children. The 
women spend the majority 
of their day walking up 
steep mountain slopes car¬ 
rying 20-kilogram jugs on 
their heads to get water. 

Their children begin car¬ 
rying smaller jugs as soon 
as they are able, 
and the girls will 
be faced with 
that chore for the 
rest of their lives, 

As the women 
walk, they also 
collect twigs and 
sticks to build 
fires while they 
carry their babies 
on their backs. 

They begin suf¬ 
fering back ail- 

their lives, and 

chance to devel¬ 
op any other 
skills because of 
the amount of 
time spent fetch¬ 
ing water and 
firewood. 

“They are 
nothing more 
than human 
pack horses. It’s 


They will never come close 
to realizing the full poten¬ 
tial of their gifts and tal¬ 
ents,” says van der Zalm. 

Fresh water is the solu¬ 
tion for both those prob¬ 
lems, he says. 

“We can eliminate the 
mortality rate by delivering 
clean drinking water, and 
we can give women an 
opportunity to have a much- 
improved quality of life. It 
changes the fives of women 
and children for genera¬ 
tions to come. The value is 
incalculable. You cannot 
measure it—how do you put 
a dollar sign on opening the 
door to a completely new 
fife?" 

grow vegetables, providing 
a food supply 12 months of 
theyear rather than depend¬ 
ing on sufficient rain. 

But when van der Zalm 
leaves Guatemala each May, 
there are always others 
pleading for his help. The 
number of wells he can dig 
depends on resources, he 
says, and fundraising is 
always a challenge. 

“Other communities are 
waiting, begging us for help, 
but our work is limited to 
the financing we can raise.” 

Wells of Hope board 
chair Scott Maxwell was in 
Guatemala this spring with 
van der Zalm, and wit¬ 


nessed first-hand how diffi¬ 
cult it is for the well-driller 
to leave, knowing there is 
still work to be done. 

The rainy season had 
started, but he stayed lon¬ 
ger than he usually does, 
trying to finish one last 

“Ted was so determined 
to help this community that 
was so desperate for water,” 
says Maxwell. 

"He was standing in the 
pouring rain, using a MIG 
welder which relies on elec¬ 
trical current, to weld metal 
casing so he could get it 
buried in the ground. He 
was shocking himself con¬ 
tinually so he could get the 
job done, knowing the rain 
was just going to get 

It’s van der Zalm’s pas¬ 
sion and deep personal 
commitment that makes 
others want to help him, 
says Maxwell. 

“His sacrifice is immea¬ 
surable—his and his fami¬ 
ly’s. He leaves his job for 
half the year, going without 
benefits or any compensa¬ 
tion, at his own expense. He 
and Miriam have two kids 
in university, and all five of 
their children are bright 
and hard-working. They all 
give up so much because 
they are so passionate about 
helping others.” 


Van der Zalm digs wells 
in Niagara in the summer to 
help finance his work in 
Guatemala, and he and his 
wife have opened a bed and 
breakfast as well, says 
Maxwell. 

"He’s just a salt-of-the- 
earth kind of guy. And any¬ 
body who stays at their B&B 
(As You Like It, in NOTL) is 
supporting an organization 
that helps others.” 

Much of what has been 
accomplished has been 
with the help of The NOTL 
Rotary Club, which sup¬ 
ported the van der Zalms 
from their early days in 
Guatemala, and the annual 
Passion event, which the 
Rotary Club established 
and has now handed over 
to Wells of Hope. 

This year’s Passion, to be 
held at Mori Gardens Friday, 
July 25, beginning at 6:30 
p.m., brings together local 
wineries, micro breweries, 
restaurants and musicians 
to offer an evening of fun, 
and fundraising to deliver 
more clean water to the 
poor of Guatemala. 

In addition to wine and 
food samplings, there will 
be live entertainment, with 
dancing to Sandy Vine and 
the Midnights, a silent auc¬ 
tion and raffle prizes. 

One of the prizes to be

Let’s keep the heart-safe 
momentum moving in NOTL 


Thanks to the Niagara EMS Pedal 
Angels and some locals who are offer¬ 
ing their support, Niagara-on-the-Lake 
is on its way to becoming the second 
municipality in the Niagara region to be 
designated as a "heart safe community,’ 
with the purchase of 30 to 40 defibrilla¬ 
tors and training for 500 local residents 
in their use. 

John Wiens from the NOTL Golf Club 
was one of the first to step up to the 
plate in town, agreeing to fundraise for 
not one but two AEDs, or automated 
external defibrillators, to be installed at 
the golf course. 

Wainfleet was the first community to 
benefit from the initiative by the Pedal 
Angels - paramedics who participate in 
fundraising cycling events in Toronto - 
in partnership with Heart Niagara and 
the Heart and Stroke Foundation, with 
100% of the funds raised going into the 
program. 

The team plans to raise $81,000 to 
$110,000 this year to provide equip¬ 
ment and training for new sites through¬ 
out all areas of the community, with a 
goal of eventually making the Niagara 
region the safest heart-safe region in 
Ontario. 


Some of the funds will come from 
individuals, businesses and organiza- 

This week, a couple of dozen resi¬ 
dents of Niagara Stone Rd. Village 
received training for an AED to be 
placed in the retirement residence when 
Yvonne McMorrough offered to fund it. 
Since then her neighbours have agreed 
to help out. She is hoping others will 
follow suit by funding units for their 
businesses or condominiums. 

When someone experiences a sud¬ 
den cardiac arrest, there is only a 5% 
change of recovery, but when CPR is 
started right away, the chance of sur¬ 
vival increases to 75%. 

Heart disease is the leading cause of 
death in the Niagara region at 15%, and 
for those over 65 years old, that statistic 
jumps to 23% for both men and 
women. 

We need more citizens and busi¬ 
nesses to step up and offer to help fund¬ 
raise to see these life-saving devices 
installed throughout town. And then we 
have to hope they never have to be 
used. But if they do, how much better to 
be able to help someone in dire straits, 
rather than stand by helplessly.

Why do farm workers leave home? MCC is looking for answers 


> Learn about 
situation in 
home countries 
of agricultural 
labourers 


Annually, more than 
1,000 migrant farm workers 
come to the Niagara region. 

We see these men and 
women working in the 
orchards and vineyards, in 
all kinds of weather. On occa¬ 
sion we meet them at the 
grocery store, or pass them 
along the roadways. 

Aside from providing area 
farms with consistent, skilled 
and dedicated labour, why 
are they here? What causes 
them to leave their families 
and communities to come 
work in Niagara-on-the- 
Lake? 

In discussion with local 
farmers over the past three 
years Clarke Fretz, Niagara

regional representative for 
Mennonite Central 
Committee (MCC), has been 
asked what is being done in 
the home countries of 
migrant workers to address 
the issues that cause workers 
to leave their families, to 
come work here in the first 

Many people know MCC 
addresses social needs and 
injustice issues around the 


world. So what about situa¬ 
tions closer to home? 

Does MCC’s work to 
address needs in other coun¬ 
tries actually have an impact 
on people there being able to 
earn a reasonable income, in 
their own communities? 

In response Fretz has 
asked Bonnie Klassen, MCC 
Area Director for South 
America and Mexico, to 
speak at a community event 
thus Saturday, answering the 
question: Why do migrant 
workers leave home? 

Klassen is originally from 
Waterloo. She previously 
served as the MCC represen¬ 
tative in Colombia for almost 
11 years and before that 
worked with an MCC part¬ 
ner organization, Justapaz, 
for five years. She lives in 
Bogata, Colombia with her 
husband and eight-year-old 

While migrant workers in 
NOTL come from Caribbean 
countries and Mexico, 


Klassen’s presentation will 
focus on Mexico as a case 

She will explore what she 
has observed as some of the 
situations in Mexico that 
contribute to people leaving 
their families and homes for 
months at a time to come 
and work in Ontario. 

Aside from addressing 
questions of the situations in 
migrant workers' home 
countries, it is anticipated 
her presentation will stimu¬ 
late conversation of what 
residents of NOTL can do in 
response. 

Contrary to popular 
notions, farming is one of the 
oldest, and noblest, of voca¬ 
tions. Farming has always 
been labour-intensive, and 
dependent on a variety of 
conditions (weather, disease, 
pests, cost of inputs, market 
prices, etc.) that make it one 
of the most challenging, and 
most rewarding, of occupa- 


The reality of farming 
being ‘hard, physical, work’ 
has not changed, which is 
why most Canadians refuse 
to meet the challenge, and 
why the migrant farm worker 
program began in the 1960’s. 

Farmers who hire migrant 
workers in NOTL feel a lot of 
pressure from organizations 
who accuse them of exploit¬ 
ing foreign workers who 
come from difficult situa- 

The reality is that most 
farmers go the extra mile to 
treat migrant workers well. 
In response farmers hear 
from their workers about the 
challenges faced in their 
country of origin. Some 
farmers respond with the 
question of what are ‘we’ 
doing to address the situa¬ 
tions in migrant workers' 
home countries. 

If those realities were 
resolved, workers would not 
need to migrate in the first 


In the cycle of dialogue 
Clarke Fretz asks a challeng¬ 
ing question: whether the 
difficulties experienced by 
people in other countries are 
the result of Canadian poli¬ 
cies and lifestyles. 

The recent news about 
migrant workers in Canada 
has raised questions about 
employment practices in this 
country, but has not affected 
migrant farm workers.

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Niagara Stone Village residents become ‘heart-safe’

When Yvonne 

McMorrough heard about 
the heart-safe program in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake—the 
installation of defibrillators 
in places easily accessible 
to die public—she thought 
it sounded like a good idea. 

Having one on hand at 
Niagara Stone Village, 
where the average age of 
residents is more than 70, 
made sense to her. 

But when Ina Grafton, 
the owner of the retirement 
residence, was approached 
by the executive committee 
of the Hunter Rd. residence, 


the request to purchase one 
of the potentially life-saving 
units was turned down, said 
McMorrough. 

So she offered to pay for 
it herself. 

“It's only $2,700, and it 
might save a life. They said 
statistics show a defibrilla¬ 
tor in a public place will 
only be used once in five 
years. We would be very 
happy if we save a life once 
every 10 years.” 

Actually, said 

McMorrough, who at 75 is 
one of the younger resi¬ 
dents in the home for the 
55-plus, her “greatest joy” 
would be for it never to be 
needed. But if it is, how 


much better to have the 
ability to try to help, rather 
than standing by helpless¬ 
ly- 

“We’ve been assured we 
can't do any harm. And we 
might help someone.” 

Once she committed to 
paying for the unit, it wasn’t 
long before her friends and 
neighbours began giving 
her donations to help pay 
for the defibrilla¬ 
tor and training, 

There have 
already been four 
or five deaths at 
the retirement 
home since it 
opened about 18 


months ago, she says, and 
of those, there was one situ¬ 
ation—a “lovely, lovely 
lady” died suddenly—when 
a life might have been saved 
with the use of a defibrilla- 

"Of course we’ll never 
know, but we didn’t have 
the opportunity to try to 
help her. I regret that.” 

The ministers from two 


nearby churches have also 
been invited to attend the 
training sessions, in case a 
defibrillator is ever needed 
during a church service, 
she says. 

Most of the public build¬ 
ings in NOTL have defibril¬ 
lators, an easy-to-use device 
that can tell when a heart 
stops beating effectively 
and deliver an electric

shock to help restart it. 

Although training is pro¬ 
vided to those who live or 
work near the placement of 
the portable devices, the 
AEDs, (automated elec¬ 
tronic defibrillators) offer 
simple audio and visual 
commands, and are 
designed to be easy to use. 

The training, provided 
by Heart Niagara, includes 
basic cardiopulmonary 
resuscitation (CPR) classes. 

Working with Heart 
Niagara, a volunteer group 
calling itself the Niagara 
EMS Pedal Angels is hoping 
to turn NOTL into a heart- 
safe community by placing 
AEDs in 30 to 40 gathering 
spots around town this 
summer. 

The volunteers are para¬ 
medics who also happen to 
be cyclist enthusiasts. They 
take part in annual fund¬ 
raisers such at the Toronto 
Ride for Heart, and use the 
money they raise to pur¬ 
chase defibrillators to place 
around Niagara. 

But then they began to 
look at ways to expand both 
their fundraising efforts and 
the impact they make. They 
came up with the concept 
of a heart-safe community, 
and last year directed their 
strategy to the small com¬ 
munity of Wainfleet, blitz¬ 
ing it with defibrillators and 
training locals to use them. 

This year, they are tar¬ 
geting NOTL. 

“I think this is 
an amazing idea. 
Every life is worth 
saving," said 
McMorrough. 

“I hope what 
we’re doing trig¬ 
gers others in the 
community to do 
the same.”

Two hundred years 
ago, St. Davids was a bus¬ 
hing community of stores, 
mills, a brewery, a black¬ 
smith shop, and about 40 
homes. 

But as a result of what 
seems like a rather impet¬ 
uous decision, as the War 
of 1812 was winding 
down, says Sarah 
Kaufman, director and 
curator of the Niagara 
Historical Museum, the 
buildings of the village 
were burned to the ground 
by American soldiers. 

On July 18, 1814, dur¬ 
ing the final days of the 
campaign in Niagara, a 
gathering of American 
militia was waiting in 
Queenston to be joined 
by more soldiers before 
attacking Fort George. 

But some of the sol¬ 
diers, led by Lt. Col. Isaac 
Stone, decided instead to 
head to St. Davids, looting 
and burning as they 
went. 

There was lithe or no 
justification for their 
actions, says Kaufman, 
other than that they 
thought there might be 
members of the Lincoln 
Miliha in the village. 

Stone was later pun¬ 
ished by his superiors and 
dismissed from the 
American army for his 
destruction of private 
property. 

A commemorahon of 
the event will take place 
in St. Davids over two 
days, July 18 and 19. 

A service to commem¬ 
orate the burning of St. 
Davids by American forc¬ 
es during the War of 1812 
will begin at 7 p.m. on 
Friday, July 18, at the 
St-Davids-Queenston 
United Church on York 
Rd. 


Plaques will be handed 
out to the owners of the 
four buildings that sur¬ 
vived the burning: the 
Secord Mill, the James 
Clement House and the 
Secord-Murdoch House, 
all on Four Mile Creek 
Rd., and the Paxton House 
on Paxton Lane. 

The Fort George Fife 
and Drum Corps will then 
lead a parade of partici¬ 
pants to Ravine Vineyard 
Estate Winery for a recep¬ 
tion, “symbolic” bonfire 
and fireworks, says Harry 
Murdoch, one of the orga¬ 
nizers of the event.

So it makes sense that 
the book, to be officially 
launched next week, is a 
collection of 70 historical 
recipes, including breads

specialty shops, vanilla 
can also be used as a sub¬ 
stitute, says Gamble. 

One of her favourites 
that calls for rosewater, 
she says, is Shrewsbury 
Cakes, which are very 
similar to sugar cookies. 

All the recipes she 
researched and chose had 
to be found in at least two 
period cookbooks, and 
made from ingredients 
that would have been 
available 200 years ago. 

One of the period 
books Gamble looked at 
was the Hannah Jarvis 
Cookbook, Health 
Remedies, circa 1811. 
Jarvis lived in Niagara in 
the early 1800s and her 
husband, William Jarvis, 
was a Loyalist militia offi¬ 
cer and secretary and 
registrar of Upper 
Canada. 

Her book included 
home remedies for every¬ 
day ailments and provid¬ 
ed an in-depth look at 
culinary practices of 
Niagara from the early 
19th century, said 
Gamble. 

Many of the recipes are 
those that are used in the 
Fort George period kitch¬ 
en, where interpreters 
demonstrate cooking the 


kinds of food that would 
have been prepared in 
the fort. They serve their 
creations to visitors. 

The Fort George Bill of 
Fare: The History of 
Cooking and Eating at 
Fort George also looks at 
the cooking facilities at 
the fort, the foods cooked 
and eaten by the soldiers 
and officers, and the 
social aspects of the sol¬ 
diers' and officers' mess. 

Over the winter, the 
Friends of Fort George 
also produced a CD of the 
Fifes and Drums of Fort 
George which includes a 
collection of songs that 
spans the period of the 
French and Indian Wars 
to the American Civil 
War. 

Recorded in a studio, it 
includes 30 songs that 
would be heard at local 
events and at the fort, 
says Gamble. 

The CD and the cook¬ 
book will be launched 
next Thursday at the Fort 
George Gift Shop at an 
event that begins at 4:15 
p.m. 

Proceeds from the sale 
of the book help to sup¬ 
port ongoing projects of 
the Friends of Fort 
George.
